Playing Fair With the County 

A few days ago the Board of Supervisors, acting upon a request from 
the County Defense Council, decided to have printed for each precinct in the 
county elaborately decorated posters bearing the names of all the men who 
registered for tiie army draft In eacli precinct. Each of the twenty-two regis¬ 
tration precincts was to have its own poster, and, ns some of the precincts 
had larger registrations than others, it was planned to make the posters of 
different sizes. 

As we stated before, the supervisors ordered the posters at the request of 
the defense council, and were acting witli the best of intentions, in so doing. 

Hut when the order was placed, the two printing shops in the county 
which received the order soon discovered that the whole jolt—including the 
making of patriotic cuts, the purchase of stock and the printing itself—would 
cost in the neighhorhood of $100. 

As the work hud been ordered by a vote of the board, the printing shops 
could easily have proceeded witli the work without saying anything about the 
price, and could have made a good profit on the job. Hut instead of going 
ahead witli the work, they called attention to the fact that the posters were 
going to prove very costly to the county, and suggested that the supervisors 
reconsider the matter. They pointed out that the posters would not lie read 
by many persons, that they would lie torn down and carried away as keep¬ 
sakes, and that the county would get better value for its money by having 
all the papers in the county publish the lists of names. 

As a result of these suggestions the supervisors did reconsider the matter, 
and decided to have each paper in the county publish the names of the men 
registered in its own township. For publishing these lists in ten different 
papers, the cost to the county will be considerably under $250.. And now the 
posters are cither to lie printed on a much, more simple and inexpensive plan, 
or will not lie printed at all. 

All of which goes to show that the printers who received the original 
poster order played fair with the county. They realized that the job was not 
worth $400 to the county, and felt that they had no more right than anybody 
else to “bleed” the public treasury. 

" hat the supervisors have now done with the registration lists should lie 
done with the county’s delinquent tax list. Instead of having the delinquent 
list published each year in a different newspaper, the delinquent tax list for 
the tirst township should be published by the newspapers of that township, 
the delinquencies in the second township should be published in the papers 
of that township, and so on. Under the present scheme, the county doesn't 
get Its money’s worth. 

There was a bill introduced during the last legislature to make this 
change in the manner of publishing county delinquent tax lists, but we have 
not yet heard whether it succeeded in becoming a lawv— San Mateo News.

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PRESIDENT CALLS FOR 
VOLUNTEERS, AGED 
IS TO 40 YEARS 


PROCLAMATION DESIGNED TO 
FILL REGULAR ARMY. 


President Wilson issued a procla¬ 
mation designating the week of June 
23d-30th as recruiting week for the 
regular army, and called upon un¬ 
married men without dependents to 
enroll for war service in order that 
the ranks of the regulars might be 
filled promptly. 

The proclamation follows: 

“Proclamation by the President: 

“I hereby designate the period of 
June 23d to June 30th, next, as re¬ 
cruiting week for the regular army, 
and call upon unmarried men be¬ 
tween the ages of 18 and 40 years 
who have no dependents and who are 
not engaged in pursuits vitally neces¬ 
sary to the prosecution of the war, to 
present themselves for enlistment 
during the week herein designated, 
to the number of 70,000. 

"WOODROW WILSON.” 

The President’s action was taken at 
the request of army officials, who 
have been seriously concerned over 
the slow rate of recruiting for the 
regular army. 

It had been hoped that the regular 
service could be brought to its whole 
war strength of approximately 300,000 
men by June 30th, which would have 
permitted the war department to 
carry out its plan in regard to the 
training of all of the forces to be 
raised and also as to the dispatch of 
armies to France. For several days, 
however, the average enrollment for 
the army per day has been little more 
than 1000 men, instead of the 5000 or 
more the department hoped to se¬ 
cure. 

Wednesday’s recruiting bulletin 
shows that since April 1st, 121,365 
men have been enrolled as war volun¬ 
teers of the 183,898 necessary to bring 
the service to war strength. 

Recruiting was at low ebb again 
Tuesday, with a total of 1178 men 
obtained. New York led with 187 and 
Pennsylvania came second with 140. 
Nebraska fell off on its previous daily 
average, only eight men being se¬ 
cured. This will postpone a day or 
two the filling of Nebraska’s quota.
